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The sudden and unexpected death of Rev. Fred W. Harris oc- 
curred at his home in Madison, Wisconsin, on November 28, 1938. 
His funeral services held on Nov. 30 at the First Methodist Church 
in Madison were conducted by four of his brother ministers and 
attended by more than 40 of his minister friends and co-workers in 
the West Wisconsin Conference where he himself had served in 
- various capacities for more than 35 years. ‘The six Methodist min- 
isters living in Madison carried him to the last resting place in Rose- 
lawn Park. 

An editorial in the Madison State Journal stated: “Not only the 
Methodist Church, but the people of Wisconsin have suffered a 
loss in the death of Rev. F. W. Harris.” He accomplished much 
during the time accorded him for life's activities. His memory is 
imbedded on the hearts of thousands of people in Madison and 
throughout Wisconsin who knew and appreciated the greatness of 
the man. His resident Bishop wrote of him: ‘He has given wonder- 
ful leadership to our church and the Kingdom of God. He was a 
man of high character and excellent spirit, of keen judgment and 
quick understanding so that he was much appreciated by the min- 
isters of the Conference and the laymen with whom he dealt.” A 
lay-member of a church in southern Wisconsin where he served a 
long pastorate paid tribute: “He gave us his best. His messages 
of hope and encouragement, his kindness, deep understanding, warm 
sympathy, faithful service during his pastorate here have made for 
him an everlasting memorial in our hearts and in the history of our 
church.” 

While Rev. Harris’ service to his fellowmen as a minister of 
the Gospel came first, yet he did not confine his activities nor his 
friendships to his church. Every movement for the betterment of 
mankind had his interest and support. He was a student of eco- 
nomic conditions and gave unhesitatingly of his broad and liberal 
thinking and virile powers to any movement or civic plan for bet- 
terment of living conditions. He was a deep thinker and exten- 
sive reader. In early manhood, he began selecting books to fill his 
home-made book shelves and continued acquiring books, not only 
those pertaining to his religious work, but also along lines of his- 
tory, economic research, philosophy, poetry and prose, masterpieces 
of literature and art until he owned a library of more than 1600 
volumes. 

His passion for learning led him in young manhood out from 
his boyhood home on the hillside-farm overlooking the Mississippi 
valley and the hills beyond, first to attend Epworth Seminary at 
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Epworth, Iowa, where he graduated in 1898. He received his B.A. 
degree in 1902 from Lawrence College, Appleton, Wis. He went 
on to Boston University School of Theology and graduated with 
S.T.B. degree in’ 1904. Rev. Harris also received his M.A. and 
Ph.D. from Illinois Wesleyan. In 1919 Lawrence College gave 
him the honorary degree of Doctor of Divinity. 

Many who read these lines are remembering Fred W. Harris 
as a hobbyist, collector, and possessor of an extensive collection of 
coins and “Monies of the World.’ This interest, too, began in 
early boyhood and now retained in possession of Mr. Harris’ fam- 
ily are the first coins collected by the 12-year-old boy among which 
are these: 15c paper money paid by a neighbor for a 14 lb. catfish; 
3 coins from Switzerland which the village storekeeper found in 
his cash-box; a U.S. 4 dollar paid for 14 days’ work in the harvest 
field; 2 U.S. dimes on trade for an old jack-knife; an English coin 
to pay for 3 bushel black walnuts; a 5c nickel picked up in the road 
and some thirty others with similar stories of interest. This hobby 
grew in interest through the years and the collection grew to num- 
ber thousands of pieces representative of people of all lands and 
portraying historical development of all nations. Mr. Harris did 
not value his collection from a commercial standpoint alone. To him 
it was an “Educational Exhibit.” Through the materials used as 
money, he traced the development of peoples and nations histori- 
cally and economically. 

The collection as arranged for Educational Exhibit was com-~- 
prised of four exhibits, each in itself a separate grouping: 
1—‘‘Centuries of Progress.” 

This began with Babylonian and Egyptian tablets, scarabs, and 

beads, the currency of 5000 B.C. down through to present time. 

Included various kinds and rare pieces. Displays coinage that 

contributed the most to economic development during each cen-~- 

tury. 
2—“‘Around the World Series” 

This group is arranged alphabetically by countries—tracing de- 

velopment of people through coinage used. Includes U.S. mon- 

ey from Colonial barter to present-day currency. 
3—‘‘American Indian Series” 

Includes types of materials used for barter from all parts of 

America. Examples are—Beads of stone and clay, shells, Shark 

tooth money, Wampum, Buttons, Fishhook money, Amber-nug- 

get money, Agate bead money. 


4—"Odd Curious and Novel Series”’ 

Includes several hundred pieces from all parts of the world as 

Swedish Plate money, Esquimo Blanket money, Grass Mat an: 

Spear money from Africa, Cheese and Tea money from Russia 

and Manchuria, Feather money from Santa Cruz, and many 

others. 

Rev. Harris attended the Chicago conventions of the American 
Numismatic Association in 1929 and 1933, and also a number of 
meetings of the Chicago Coin Club in recent years, and will be 
remembered by many of those in attendance there. 

If other collectors derive as much pleasure and knowledge from 
the material they secure at this sale, as he did in collecting and 
studying them, his efforts will not have been in vain.
